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COVER PICTURE 



With the recent main line water break and a similar break 
four years ago we thought this picture appropriate at this time. 

Four years ago Ave excavated for over a week in the vicinity 
ol the Memorial Monument and because of the depth of land fill 
(over 20 feet) the pipe or leak was not located. The break was 
narrowed down to the connecting line from the area of the 
Monument to the Main Street. As this connecting line had valves 
at both ends it was decidied to shivt-oK the line and this solve the 
problem. Tlie' recent Break occured in the road in front of the 
store building and was only located by finding the main line and 
excavating until tlie break was found. In most cases water leaks 
will surface and arc easily found, but as you can see by the 
picture, water from such a break would stay underground and 
flow through the marble fill. 

The picture taken in 1878 presumably horn an area back of 
the Town Hall and looking north-east. The south wall of the 
marble building is still visible in the present marble plant build- 
ings. The farm buildings in the background are part of the 
present Taranovich Farm. The house in the lower front was 
probably located in front of the Bank or Town Clerk's Office.

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SELECTMEN'S EEPORT 

The Town Report which you will receive this year primarily 
concerns tlie period January 1 , 1972 tlirough June 30, 1972. 

The financial report covers the Receipts, Disbursements and 
Budget for that period and you will note that no tax receipts 
are recorded. Although you will see a balance of accounts this 
i.s achieved by borrowing money and these loans will have to be 
paid in the next period when Tax Dollars are received. 

As you know we liave changed from a calendar year to a 
fiscal year and chose to make this change in one operation — 
have a six months budget and a twelve months budget, therefore 
this eighteen months of budget figures will end June 30, 1973. 

In the rear of the report you will note we have presented the 
budget voted for the period July, 1972 through June 30, 1973 and 
we show the amounts of receipts and expenditures for the six 
month period July 1, 1972 tlirough December 31, 1972. In these 
figures you will be able to examine the expenditures for six 
months and compare these amounts with the budgeted figures 
for twelve months. 

The Town Report to be published after the Fiscal Year 
July 1, J972 through June SO, 1973 ends will contain a detailed 
accoimt from the Selectmen in regard to the changes and progress 
of the past year. 

For many years the Town has been progressing forward at: a 
slow but determine pace. The slowness of this pace has been 
governed by the desire to refrain from a large tax increase and 
the bin-clen it would place on the townspeople. Because of this 
the Town's main effort has been one of maintenance and im- 
provement rather than new construction. 

At the time of this writing, the Town's employees are literal- 
ly destroying a section of the park in a frantic attempt to find a 
broken w^ater main. This water main is just one example of the 
problems we must prepare ourselves to face in the future. 

We are rapidly reaching that time when new construction 
and not maintenance will be the only solutions. 

To the Highway Department this will mean construction of 
roads and sidewalks to replace existing ones. In the Water and 
Seiver Department it will mean new water mains, storm drains 
and manholes, for maintenance will be impractical if not inn- 
possible. Our recreation facilities are presenting us with th.is 
problem right now. 

In closing we wish to express our appreciation to all our 
Town employees for a job well done and the cooperation they 
have given us this past year.

REPORT OP THE SUPERINTENDENT OP SCHOOLS 



1 hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Scliools to the taxpayers of Proctor. 

American education in the early Seventies is a mixture of 
idealism and public necessity. The idealism, which has its roots 

in the founding days of the NATION, is best expressed as a firm 
belief in the right of all Americans to an equal opportunity for 
an education. The public necessity of education has long been 
recognized; a progi'essive healthy body politic requires an intel- 
ligent educated citizenry. An equal opportunity for all is an 
integral part of the great American Dream. Americans have al- 
ways felt this to be true and, in large measure, they have sup- 
jiorted the Dream with great effort and vast sums of money. 

You, the taxpayers, are supporting that Dream and plus you 

are expressing the following values: 

1. the belief that every Proctor child, regardless of naiional 
origin or the economic condition of his parents, should be given 
an equal opportunity in the public school system, to develop his 
talents to their fullest extent in order that he may have full 
access to the benefits of the American social, economic and 
]3olitical system. 

2. the belief that by having good education, you contribute 

to the success of popular government and the reduction of pover- 
ty, crime and dependence upon programs of public welfare. 

There was a time when a young person could drop out of 
.school, get a job, and enjoy a reasonably secure future. Once we 
tlioiight everyone could have a job if the economy flourished. 
We know now that education is the only practical route to em- 
ployment. 

The American Dream of each person developing fully, 
^vitIlout restrictions and barriers, cannot be accomplished with 
.schools that were designed yesterday. The gap between ideals and 
realities is a problem. The schools helped bridge this gap in the 
past. They cannot do it today with the same methods used. 

Today economists, politicians, .scientists, businessmen ancl 
educators realize that human resources are the nation's and the 
comiTounity's greatest asset. Failure to develop the full potential 
of any single person results iu a loss to society. 
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Accountability lor educational results is probably one of the 
most difficult aiens irom the stand|)oint of measurement. Yet, 
today, this idea is interesting to taxijayers and educators alike. 
The Proctor School Board of Directors with the help of tax- 
payers, studente and educators will have gone dirough an evalua- 
tion as of March 1, 1973. The Phi Delta Kappa form of evalua- 
tion used in Proctor has been employed in California, extensive- 
ly, and in other states as well. This evaluation should give the 
school system a direction, especially for future change. A good 
school system is one that is getting better. 

Better schools and higher property values go hand in hand. 
This can be proven by pointing to a given school district in 
virtually any community. 

Better schools maintain a high caliber of home owner. For 
the family that buys a home in a school district because of the 
sfhool system has demonstrated — in a financial sense — its 
interest in having its children grow up and reach their maximum 
capabilities. Common sense tells us that this is precisely the kind 
of family most apt to take care of property, to be responsible 
members of the community and to be good neighbors. 

Hopefully, relief for the homeowner taxpayer is within sight 
din-ing this Legislative Session. The Miller Formula, the formula 
whereby towns receive state aid to education, may go through 
revisions or to be substituted by anothei" plan. One major 
problem with the present formula is that the ownership of 
property is not correlated with either income or wealth, often 
having little relationship to the ability to pay taxes. This problem 
exists all over the state of Vermont. 

We may hope that the legislators \vill meet the tax problem 
lorthrightly and will institute equitable taxes for the schools. 
This will be an imi^ortant step in keeping faith in the American 
Dream. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the Proctor School Board of Directors, the staff members, the 
io\n\ officials and the citizens for their cooperation during the 
past year.

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THE PROCTOR ELEMENTARY SCHOOL'S 
PRINCIPAL'S REPORT TO THE SUPERINTENDENT 
AND THE PROCTOR SCHOOL BOARD 

Twenty years ago, September 5, 1952, the Proctor Elemejitary 
School opened in what was tlie former Proctor High School 
renovated to meet the needs of an elementary school. 

Many changes have happened during these twenty years. 
Additions have been made to the htiilding, enrollnients have 
gone up and now down. There have been changes and addition.s 
iu personnel, curriculum changes and many new innova.tions 
besides the Kindergarten, Remedial Reading and Learning- Dis- 
abilities rooms. 

The Proctor Elementary School opened this year on Sep- 
tember 6, 1972 with an enrollment of 270. This is a smaller 
enrollment than i-ecent years. Our incoming classes are not as 
large as those leaving for Junior High School. 

X'Ve had a fine Pre-School Kindergarten Registration and 
Kindergarten Screening and Clinic. We greatly appreciate the 
(ooperation given in these projects and have found them most 
helpful. We are hoping to do more of this kind of project tliis 
year. We feel that this will help the faltering child in his early 
childhood education. 

We had a few changes in our faculty this year. Mr. Steve 
Hunter of Danville, a graduate of Castleton State College with 
graduate work at the University of Colorado, replaced Mr. fames 
Nichols as Boys Physical Education Instructor. Mrs. Oorrit 
Stopek of New York replaced Mrs. Diane Kenyon as Art Teacher 
until Christmas. Miss Patricia Lopata of Poukney, a December 
1972 graduate of Castleton State College, then became die Art 
Teacher. 

This year Mrs. Robert Dombro became the District's Speech 
Therapist and spends one half clay a week in our sdiool. Mrs. 
Hilda Fish of Rutland Town replaced Mrs. Rose Pelchat ;us the 
Speech Aide, spending three half days a week in our scliool. 
Mrs. Shirley Bingham of Shrewsbury has charge of the Lang-uage 
Development Program. The results of this have beexi amazing. 
All cliikhen in the second grades, all first grade repeaters; all 
new children to tlie scliool and any child recommended by a 
teacher were screened. Children needing S]Deech were groxi]:)ed 
and had classes three and sometimes four times a week. 

A thirty hour Speech Workshop was given with the assistance 
of the V.A.G. under the direction of Mrs. Jean Ross. Ten o-f the 
Proctor Elementary School teachers took this course. 

During the fall semester we had several students from the 
College of Saint Joseph The Provider and Castleton State 
College in the Early Involvement Program. We also had student 
teachers from Castleton.

We wish to remind all users of the Town AVater and Sewer 
system that we shall continue the policy of the past regarding the 
maintenance of house services. The Town is not responsible for 
house services. It asstimes responsibility for the water mai ns, 
the shut-offs at the main and the lead connecting pipe, but all 
services and maintenance from that point is the responsibility oE 
the property owner, whether occuring in the road or on the 
owner's property. 

The Town is not responsible for the freezing of any service 
lines even when an emergency demands that the water be shut 
off or because of the lack of water. 
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A similar policy is followed in connection with tlie Sewer 
System. The Town maintains the main sewer but tlie property 
owners must maintain the indivichial house service line to the 
main sewer line. 

All new connections or repairs either at the waiter or sewer 
mains must be done under the supervision of the Water Super- 
intendent and charges will be assessed for repairing road to its 
original condition. 

Persons planning new homes and desiring water must make 
fippHcation to the Selectmen for water connections. 

Property owners will be billed for tenant's water rents. 

Water Rents are established on a yearly basis and are 
pa-yable on a six month or twelve month basis, and are payable 
on occupancy or nonoccupancy. 
Discontinuance of Water Services: 

This procecUire is subject to closing tlie water valve at the 
Main Line. A minimum charge of |25.00 will be assessed for the 
suspension and resumption of water services.
